his hotel in 
Rome. 
Mr. 
Morgan 
would have been seventy-six 
years 
old on April 17. 


The body of Mr Morgan is to be 
embalmed and 
sent to the United 
Slates. A funeral service will bo held 
before its departure. 
Italian troops 
will assist at the ceremonies. 
It is 
said that Mr. Morgan has left his art 
treasures to the United States govern­ 
ment. 


Dr. M. Allen Starr, of New York, 
called into consultation in connection 
with J. Pierpont Morgan’s illness, at­ 
tributed the financier’s breakdown to 
emotion caused by the investigation 
carried out by the Pujo committee at 
Washington into the operations of the 
so-called “money trust,” of which Mr. 
Morgan was considered the head. 


A statement giving the full history 
of Mr. Morgan’s illness has been ca­ 
bled by his physicians to his son in 
New York. The statement recapitu 
lates the symptoms of Mr. Morgan’s 
malady since it first developed in 
Egypt. 
It qualifies his illness as ner­ 
vous prostration, but says that his in­ 
telligence remained normal until Eas­ 
ter Sunday. 


When the death of Mr. Morgan was 
seen to be approaching rapidly, Pro­ 
fessor Giuseppe Bastianelli and Dr. 
George D. Dixon forced Mr. and Mrs. 
Herbert L. Satterlee, son-in-law and 
daughter of the financier, and Miss 
Helen Hamilton, a niece, who 
had 
been in constant attendance, to leave 
the room. 
Mrs. Satterlee had been 
with her father from the time he left 
New York, and Mr. Saterlee had join* 
ed them in Egypt. 


Mr. Morgan toward the end showed 
he was suffering internally only by a 
movement of his right hand. 
Other­ 
wise he displayed no sign of vitalitv 
except by continuous heavy breath­ 
ing. 


Mr. Morgan was unable #to assimi­ 
late nourishment artificially adminis­ 
tered, and his physicial weakness was 
extreme. Heart tonics were injected, 
but these had no effect, and for sev­ 
eral hours before his death he was in 
a state of coma, unable to respond to 
any questions or to recognize any oi 
those at his bedside. 


Brief Sketch of Financial King. 


John Pierpont Morgan was born on 
April 17, 1837, in Hartford, Conn., the 
son 
of 
Junius Spencer Morgan, a 
banker. 
His mother before her mar­ 
riage was Juliet Pierpont. 
Both o; 
his parents were from old and well 
known New England families. 
Ha l 
Morgan so chosen he might have en 
tered the ranks of the “idle rich,” foi 
his father left liim $10,000,000, but 
his was a will to work, and work he 
always did in a thorough-going, mas­ 
terly manner. 


He was educated, first in the public 
schools of Hartford, later graduated 
from the Boston English high school 
and finished his studies at the Univer­ 
sity of Goettingen, Germany. 


He entered the banking house of 
Duncan, Sherman & Co. as a clerk in 
1857. 
Became United States agent 
for the London banking firm of George 
Peabody & Co., of which his father 
was a member, in 1860. 


Married Amelia Louise Sturges in 
1861, who died in 1862. 


Married Louise Tracy in 1865, Had 
one son and three daughters. 


Became member of the respective 
firms of Dabney, Morgan & Co and 
Drexel, ^Morgan & Co. in 1864 and 
1871. 
The latter firm became J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 


Floated bond issue of $62,000,000 
during President Cleveland’s admin 
istration. 


Organized and floated securities oi 
United States Steel corporation 1901 
capital $1,100,000,000. 


Secured American subscriptions to 
British war loan of 1901, amounting 
to $50,000,000. 


Controlled 50,000 miles of railways, 
large 
American 
and British ocean 
transportation lines and English trac 
tion railways.

Hundreds Die In Omaha Tornado. 
Fully 100 persons were killed, 200 
badly injured and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars* worth of property 
was destroyed by the tornado which 
swept through Omaha, Neb., and its 
suburbs in a path four to six blocks 
wide and more than eight miles lon^. 


The streets are filled with wreck 
age of houses, uprooted treeB and tan­ 
gled electric wires. Street car move 
ment is impossible, wagon and auto­ 
mobile travel almost so. 
More than 
150 residences were destroyed and 250 
badly damaged. 


The list of dead, although already 
a long one, is believed by those who 
have been over a good part of the 
devastated territory to be but a be 
ginning. 
Fire, which 
broke out in 
many of the wrecked buildings, add 
ed to the horrors of the situation, All 
fires have been put out. 


The first and main storm 
struck 
Ralston, throe miles west of South 
Omaha, and moved in a northeasterly 
direction through the city of Omaha. 
The only point at which the force of 
the storm struck the business section 
was Twenty-fourth and Lake streets. 
Here the Diamond theater, a moving 
picture concern, well filled, was wreck­ 
ed. According to the best available 
figures at least thirty of the patrons 
were killed. Between forty and fifty 
more were killed in the wreck of a pool 
hall nearby, which was patronized by 
negroes. 


The well defined path of the storm 
ended at Carter lake, near the Missis­ 
sippi river, north of the city. 
Fire 
broke out in the ruins and wrecked 
buildings. The fires burned themselves 
out except in instances where flames 
were brought under control of volun­ 
teer “bucket brigades.” 


The second storm swept across tho 
Missouri 
river, 
doing 
considerable 
damage in Council Bluffs. 


Figures compiled place the number 
of known dead in Council Bluffs at 
nine, with a score injured. 


The worst damage was done and 
the largest toll of lives was exact ed 
in the western part of Omaha and in 
the vicinity of Twenty-fourth an 1 Lake 
streets, and from there northeast to 
Sixteenth and Binney streets. Thi.* is 
the residence portion of On. ah a, and 
the destruction 
wrought was great. 
Whole blocks of houses were picked 
up and dashed into r s apeless mass. 
Street oars were 
hurled 
from 
the 
tracks and demolished. 


From the Field club, which is in 
the western part of the city, to the 
Carter 
Lake 
club, situated at the 
northeast extremity, is one mass of 
debris from two to six blocks wide. 
Federal soldiers from Fort Omaha as­ 
sisted the police in keeping looters 
and morbid curiosity seekers at bay

At the request of Mayor Gerhardt, 
Governor Ralston ordered out Com­ 
pany B, of 
the 
Indiana 
National 
Guard, to patrol tho devastated dis­ 
trict and help in rescue work. 


Telephone mesages from Prairieton, 
nine miles south of Terre Haute, state 
that nearly every house In the town 
has been destroyed and that many 
homes between Terre Haute and that 
place have been leveled. 


Bank Bandit Soon Slain. 


Robert I. Brown, cashier of 
the 
Baines States bank, at Barnes, Kan., 
was shot and killed by a man who 
robbed the institution. 


Later a posse of citizens shot the 
robber to death as he was trying to 
make his escape with a bag of $6u0 in 
gold. 


Brown had just opened the bank 
and was at the counter when he was 
conlronted by a masked man, who 
pointed two revolvers at him. Brown 
ducked, seized his own revolver and 
bad emptied it without effect before 
a bullet through the head killed him. 


The thief gathered into a bag $600 
and ran from the bank, but citizens, 
alarmed by the shots, were in pursute 
before he had covered a block. Within 
three blocks of the bank he fell be­ 
fore a volley of shots, still clutching 
the gold.

ALLENS EXECUTED 


Pit to Death at Richmond For 
Court House Murders. 


Richmond, Va., March 29. — Floyd 
Allen ai)d his son, Claude Swanson Al­ 
len, were put to death in the electric 
chair in the state penitentiary for 
tlieir part in the Hillsville court house 
murders. Other members of the no­ 
torious 
gang are serving long sen­ 
tences in the same prison. 


The Allens wore put to death, after 
a dramatic eleventh hour attempt to 
save them had been thwarted by Gov­ 
ernor Mann’s unexpected roturn to the 
eapitol, 
thus 
preventing Lieutenant 
Governor Ellison from acting upon a 
request for a respite or commutation 
of sentonce. 


The old mountaineer, once the ter­ 
ror of a whole section of the Blue 
Ridge, and his strapping young son 
died within ten minutes of one an­ 
other. 


Father and son, occupying separate 
cells, heard the death warrants read. 
Tears were in Floyd Allen’s eyes as 
ho looked upon his boy. There was a 
pathetic farewell as the old moun­ 
taineer, bent and feeble, was led away. 
Two 
minutes after he entered the 
death chamber the signal was given 
and the current was turned on. 


When the prison surgeon announced 
that Floyd Allen was dead the body 
was hastily removed and the guards 
went back for Claude. 
Floyd Allen 
was muttering a prayer as he was 
placed in the chair. Claude showed no 
trace of emotion. Rev, George W. Mc­ 
Daniel, spiritual adviser to the Allens, 
had to be lifted Into his car as he left 
the prison. 


The last attempt to save the Allens 
was 
sprung 
when, with 
Governor 
Mann on his way to Trenton, N. J.. 
attorneys and sympathizers of the con­ 
victed 
men 
appealed to Lieutenant 
Governor Ellison to commute the sen­ 
tence of death. 


Governor Mann at the last moment 
had again refused to interfere, and the 
warden of the penitentiary, doubtful 
of the authority of the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor, called for an opinion from the 
attorney general, but meanwhile de­ 
layed the execution, which was set for 
sunrise. 


Governor Mann’s son, hearing of the 
plan to overturn the final decision of 
his father, intercepted the governor 
by telegraph. The governor Immediate­ 
ly crossed the Potomac river to Vir 
ginia soil and telegraphed to Rich­ 
mond: 


“I am the governor of Virginia and 
am in Virginia.” 


With that Governor Mann hurried 
back to Richmond. The streets about 
the railroad station were packed as, 
guarded by police and detectives, he 
was whisked off to the state house, 
where he issued this statement: 


"Hearing of the action taken in tht 
Allen cases after I had left the city, 1 
considered it my duty to hurry back 
I simply desire to repeat that, aftei 
the most careful examination of the 
evidence in these cases, I have not 
the slightest doubt of the guilt o! 
Floyd and Claude Allen and I will not 
interfere. 
The 
law must take its 
course.” 


Claude Allen is said to have col 
lapsed in his cell when told that the 
plan had failed, and his father, whosej 
nerves had been badly shaken, show 
ed some effects from the announce 
ment.

The Audubon societies of the coun­ 
try have just been holding their annu- 
U meeting in New York. As a result 
&f a campaign extending oyer the last 
iecade, they report that bird-life i* 
each year becoming safer and public 
co-operation more effective.

lociation is responsible for the New 
Fork plumage law which prohibits tho 
sale of the feathers of many native 
birds, as well as those of related spe­ 
cies abroad, and which has proved an 
Important check on dealers engaged 
In the feather traffic. The association 
has also been active in guarding the

of 
aigrette-bearing 
birds along the east and south Atlan­

During the past year the 
issociated societies have spent, in tho 
course of their beneficent \vork, some 
136,000—money well laid out, as it 
f^ives a countercheck to the thought­ 
lessness of fashion, the greed of busi­ 
ness and the cruelty of both.

SOME HINTS ON 
SWEEPING 


Broom In the Hands of the Inexperi­ 
enced Often Does More Harm 
Thr>* Good. 


It is not an easy m atter to sweep 
well, at any rate, if one judges by ex­ 
perience, for when a broom is put in­ 
to the hands 
of the 
inexperienced 
more harm than good generally results 
from the use of it. 


Light sweeping and soft brooms are 
desirable. 
Many a carpet is 
prema­ 
turely worn out by careless sweeping 


In sweeping thick plied carpets al­ 
ways brush the way of the pile. 
By 
doing so it may be kept 
clean 
for 
years; but if the broom is used in a 
different way the dust will enter the 
carpet and soon destroy it. 


If the carpet covers the whole floor 
of the room and it is 
nailed 
down, 
place the chairs and other articles of 
furniture which can be easily moved 
In the middle of the room, pin up the 
curtains and cover the couch with an 
old sheet. 


Pieces of 
damp 
paper 
may 
be 
sprinkled round the sides of the room, 
and then sweep with a carpet broom 
toward one place. 


Take short strokes, being 
careful 
not to raise the broom much. 
Sweep 
the corners and edges with a 
small 
whiskbroom. 


Put two tablespoonfuls of ammonia 
into one gallon of water; wring a cloth 
out of this and wipe the carpet 
This 
will remove the dust and 
help 
to 
brighten the carpet.

Lemon Jelly. 


An excellent rule for lemon jelly, 
which is nice either as a dessert by 
itself or as a foundation for an elabo­ 
rate sweet, calls for two cupfuls of 
boiling water, two small lemons, half 
a big cupful of sugar and two large 
tablespoonfuls of gelatine, or as much 
as will stiffen the mixture when it be­ 
comes cold. 
Soak the 
gelatine 
in 
barely enough cold water to cover it, 
and when it becomes soft 
melt 
it 
completely by setting the cup it is in 
in boiling hot water. Then stir it im­ 
mediately into the lemon juice, water

In some hundred specimens of valua­ 
ble sport can hardly be expected, but 
among many thousands, it may wel1 
occur. 
The result depends largely 
upon these great 
numbers. 
In 
one 
year he burned up 65,000 two 
and 
three-year-old hybrid seedling berry 
bushes in one great bonfire, and had 
14 oth&rs of similar size. 


He grafts his hybrid plums by the 
hundreds on the same old tree, and 
has hundreds of such trees, each cov­ 
ered with the most astonishing vari­ 
ety of foliage and fruit. Smaller spe­ 
cies he shows in seed boxes and se­ 
lects them before they are planted out, 
saving, perhaps, only one in thousands 
or tens of thousands 
of 
seedlings. 
Thornless ramblers, spineless cacti, 
improved sweet grasses and many oth­ 
ers I saw in their wooden seed boxes 
being selected in this way. 


The same principle prevails in the 
selection of the species which are sub­ 
mitted to his treatment. Here, also, the 
result depends chiefly upon the num­ 
bers. 
He tries all kinds of berries 
and numerous species of flowering 
plants. Some of them soon prove to be 
promising and are chosen, others offer 
no prospects and are rejected. 


The total number of the species he 
has taken into his culture amounts to 
2,500. The list of the introductions of 
last year shows 500 species, mostly 
from 
South America and Australia. 
Formerly he often made excursions, in 
order to collect the most beautiful 
wild flowers or the best 
berries 
of 
northern California, but for 
several 
years he has had no time to spare for 
this work. He has two collectors, who 
collect only for him, and many corre­ 
spondents who send valuable bulbs 
and seeds from time to time. 


One of his collectors travels in Chile, 
the other in Australia, preferring the

Exploration of much of flooded Day­ 
ton, made possible by the steadily re­ 
ceding waeis, brought with it much 
encouragen-ent, for as the relief par­ 
ties penetrated farther and farther in­ 
to the section in whifih the greatest 
loss of life had been feared, it became 
evident that the llrst ‘ reports of the 
number of fatalities were much exag­ 
gerated. 


As the result of the search through 
the stricken city it was estimated that 
only 200 persons had lost their lives 
in the flood. 


Hundreds of persons imprisoned by 
the inundation were taken from their 
perilous positions and fed and clothed. 
Many of the rescued were unable to 
move from exposure and lack of food. 
Tearful scenes were enacted when the 
members of severed families were re­ 
united and the anxiety of three days 
was brought to an end. 


All through Ohio and Indiana re­ 
ports of deaths have been reduced. 
The receding of the waters released 
thousands of homes and food and shel­ 
ter are afforded to all in need. 


In Dayton the property loss from 
fire will not exceed $1,500,000. 
The 
damage caused to mercantile houses, 
factories and homes will run from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000. 


The force of National Guardsmen 
policing Dayton and other cities has 
been considerably increased, and the 
militiamen c.re in sufficient numbers 
to cope with any disorder or looting, 
of which there are several cases re­ 
ported. 


Crippled train service in the flood 
district is being repaired rapidly and 
supplies are being rushed where they 
are most required. There is no dan­ 
ger of want on the part of the desti­ 
tute, as the liberal reply of the coun­ 
try at large to the appeals for assist­ 
ance has assured all of food and cloth­ 
ing. 


Conditions in central and western 
New York state are the worst ever ex­ 
perienced in those regions. Part of the 
business section of Albany along the 
Hudson river is under water, and the 
New York Central railroad is unable 
to use a section of its main line and 
is sending trains over the Harlem di­ 
vision. 


In the Ohio valley the flood reached 
its crest at Wheeling without any fur­ 
ther loss of life. More than half the 
business 
and 
residential district at 
Parkersburg is under water and at 
Marietta the flood is sixteen feet deep 
on the main business street. The river 
is still rising at Cincinnati, but every­ 
thing movable has been taken out of 
the danger zone. 


Conditions In Dayton Brighter, 


Dayton, O., March 29.—The flood sit­ 
uation in Dayton is this: 


Previous estimates of the number 
drowned are greatly exaggerated. 


The property loss from fire will not 
exceed a million and’ a half dollars. 


The damage caused to mercantile 
houses, factories and residences will 
run anywhere from $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000. 


The water has receded from the 
business section of the city and from 
a large portion of the residence sec­ 
tion 


Residents in portions still inundated 
are being taken to sections not af­ 
fected by tne flood. 


There is 110 lack of food. The tele 
phone systems are being restored. 


There is much sunViing from ^old. 
but all available fuel has been ap >ro 
priated and there is prospect of im­ 
mediate relief. 


So far there has been no epidemic 
of sickness. 


One thousand militiamen have the 
city in rigid control, effectively pro 
venting lootMig, sightseeing which wiJl 
interfere with rescue work, and all 
disorder. 


Touring the business sections, news 
paper men found the high stage of 
the flood was nine feet at the corner 
of Third and Main streets, which is 
in the very heart of the city. The on- 
rushing water flooded the first floors 
of every store in the business district. 
This 
constitutes the chief financial 
loss. 


The tower on the Steele high school 
was leveled and the Leonard building, 
on Main street, was undermined so 
that it collapsed. Many houses were 
swept away in Riverdale, West Day­ 
ton, North Dayton and Edgemont. 


The rushing waters overturned sev­ 
eral houses there and rolled them over 
and over with their occupants inside 


In this vicinity several boats lad< n 
with the reui^ees were 
overtuiu jd. 
both refugfco« and their would-be cs 
ciaers los.ng their lives. 


In West Dayton thoro was consider­ 
able loss of life, but the latest figures 
are relatively unimportant as com 
pared to the first estimates. 
In East 
Dayton, Dayton View and Oakwood 
the loss of life, Chief Allabaok said, 
was small. 


In North Dayton, where the topo­ 
graphy made the situation more dan­ 
gerous than at any other point, relief 
parties penetrated 
and 
found that 
while there Would be a large number 
of fatalities, the number of drowned 
was not likely to be relatively greater 
than in Riverdale. 


The men also took relief to several 
hundred families in the low districts 
in the vicinity of Ludlow and Frank­ 
lin streets. Here the water had reach­ 
ed the roofs of all the two-story build­ 
ings. Only a few of the most desperate 
cases were brought out. 


The fire loss is limited to the de­ 
struction of the Dayton Gas Light and 
Coke company’s plant, a row of two 
and 
three story 
buildings on both 
sides of Third street, from Jefferson 
street to St. Clair avenue; the Troy- 
Pearl Laundry company’s plant and 
two apartment house fires on the west 
side. 


A big robbery was thwarted when 
the police arrested a man who was 
escaping from the city with a satchel 
containing $50,000 in diamonds and 
jewelry 
which he had stolen from 
down town pewelry stores. 


Money is of no use in Dayton for 
the present. Every facility is free to 
all without cost. 


Refugees not living in Dayton are 
leaving the city by the hundreds on 
foot. 


North Dayton’s population consists 
largely of foreign born people. 
The 
first rescue parties took off many of 
these. The refugees conducted them 
selves in orderly fashion and aided 
their rescuers in every way. 


Persons 
situated in the business 
section appear to have escaped except 
in a few instances.

are in ruins. No accurate estimate of 
the dead has been made, but the au­ 
thorities expect to find hundreds of 
corpses. 


More than 250 persons spent two 
days and 
nights in the ittle court 
house in Hamilton without light, food, 
water or heat, and often they were 
drenched with the rain that leaked 
through holes in the roof. 


After two days of hunger a man 
managed to reach them with a basket 
of sandwiches, according to one of the 
refugees, and attempted to sell them 
to the starving women and children, 
but his wares were taken from him. 
It is estimated that more than twenty 
miles of paved streets have been torn 
up by the flood.

RELIEF FOR FLOOD VICTIMS 


Situation In Many Ohio Towns Im 
proves as Water Goes Down. 


Zanesville, O., March 29.—The toll 
of lives taken and property destroyed 
by the relentless rush of the waters 
of the Muskingum and Licking rivers 
appears to have been underestimated. 


Zanesvile realizes that she has suf­ 
fered the greatest catastrophe in her 
history. The situation now appears U\ 
be well in hand. It will, however, be 
impossible to determine the loss of 
life until the waters recede from the 
bottom country. 


City officials declare that fully 200 
persons have met their death in the 
city and its environs, while the mili­ 
tary who are in charge declare that 
the number will not go over 75. The 
food supply is almost exhausted. Only 
one bridge of the seven in the city 
across the Muskingum still remains 
intact. 


Food and medicines are the princi­ 
pal requisites and until these come in 
the thousands of homeless and shiv 
ering people will suffer greatly. 


With the search for flood victims 
in the muddy waters of the inundated 
West Side of Columbus scarcely be 
gun, fourteen bodies were recovered. 


Estimates of the flood death list in 
Columbus continue to range from 50 
to 500, although these figures repre­ 
sented largely opinions of officials on 
duty in the flood zone. The efforts 
of the authorities have been directed 
almost entirely to relieving the suffer 
ings of those marooned in houses in 
the territory under water, and until 
all of these have been rescued the 
search for the dead will not begin in 
earnest. The waters receded slowly, 
and the swirling currents abated a 
trifle, allowing the rescue 
boats a 
wider area of activity. 


Officials of Chillicothe have made a 
thorough search of all flooded sec 
tions and declare the conditions are 
better than had been expected. The 
water has receded from the streets 
and all public utilities have resumed 
operations. The homeless refugees are 
being cared for in the homes which 
withstood the flood and in the school 
houses. Provisions are plentiful a* 1 
there is no disorder. 
Many citizens 
have been sworn in as deputy mar 
shals. 


It was definitely established that the 
total number of deaths in Chillicothe 
will not exceed fifteen. This is the 
number of the dead and missing. One 
hundred houses were washed away. 
The property loss is about $1,000,000. 


Mayor Brinkman, of Harrison, 0„ 
brought the first news to Cincinnati 
that has been received from his town 
since it was isolated by the flood. He 
said the town was flooded to a great 
depth in many places, but that only 
one man, George Thomas, had lost his 
life. 
He estimated the property dam 
age at $750,000. 


Another flood-stricken village wae 
heard from when Coroner Foertmeyer, 
of Cincinnati, was notified that thirty- 
two lives had been lost at Venice, i» 
Butler county. The dead were mem 
bers of five families. 


No smokjng is permitted anywhere 
In Hamilton, as the city is without fir« 
protection. The militia is in complete 
control of the situation and there ha« 
been no looting, 


Butler county prisoners have been 
ordered transferred to the Hamilton 
cotrnty jail at Cincinnati.

Property Loss 1« Placed at $25,000,000. 
Industrial Plants Closed and 50,000 
Are Idle. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 29.—Fifteen 
lives and a property loss which may 
total $25,000,000, are the tolls exact­ 
ed by the most devastating flood in 
the history of western Pennsylvania. 


Thousands of families are homeless, 
their homes being flooded, while busi­ 
ness In many sections is at a stand­ 
still. Railroads and street car lines 
have suspended traffic, while indus­ 
tries employing thousands of men are 
Idle: 


In Sharon more than ten lives were 
sacrificed, according to the best in­ 
formation from that place. The prop­ 
erty loss there will be $2,000,000. The 
local relief committee will be able to 
cope with the situation, its president 
announces, and an offer of $5000 from 
a member of the chamber of commerce 
was refused. A rescue boat sent to the 
home of Mrs. Mary Wilding, of Vine 
street, upset as she was being re­ 
moved and she was drowned. 


In New 
Castle 1000 families are 
camping out, their homes having been 
swept away by the rushing waters of 
the Shenango river and the Neshan- 
nock creek, which have 
held 
that 
place In their grip for the past three 
days. 


The loss in the Beaver valley dis­ 
trict will be enormous. Hundreds of 
families are huddled in second stortes 
of their 1 *nes, the water reaching a 
depth of several feet on the first stor­ 
ies. 


From the latest 
reports 
received 
from Oil 
City, Titusville, Meadville 
and other distant points, the flood is 
receding slowly. 


The Ohio reached 30.5 feet and 1b 
now stationary. Information from up­ 
river points on the Allegheny, from 
which the flood came, is that the river 
has commenced to fall. 


The Ohio, Allegheny, Monongahela 
and Youghiogheny rivers, with their 
many tributaries, are out 
of 
their 
banks and spreading a heavy sheet ol 
water over the lowlands. 


A wide stretch, is inundated and sev­ 
eral thousand persons have been driv­ 
en from their homes. Scores of Indus* 
trial plants, located along the river 
banks, are under water and there are 
easily 50,000 persons out of work in 
the Pittsburgh district. In the busi­ 
ness section of the city pumps are 
forcing the water from the cellars of 
every 
building, while the sidewalks 
are piled high with goods removed to 
escape the water. 


Water Receding at Wilkes-Barre. 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa.,'M arch 29.—'The 
Susquehanna river, which swelled intc 
a stream that submerged the greater 
part of the Wyoming valley, is reced' 
ing, after the river had reached a 
maximum height of 28.8 feet. 


Wilkes-Barre was completely cut of! 
from towns on the west side and partE 
of the city were flooded. Fully 200C 
families were forced to give up theh 
h o m e B . 
The lower section of the city 
is under water. 


Firwood and Westmoor 
are 
com­ 
pletely submerged and the waver hai 
reached the first floors of the build­ 
ings in these towns. 
Parts of Ply­ 
mouth, Kingston, 
Edwardsville pnd 
West Nanticoke are still under water. 
Great damage has been done to prop- 
«rty and the loss is estimated at thou 
saads of dollars.

Dr. M. Allen Starr, of New York, 
called into consultation in connection 
with J. Pierpont Morgan's illness, at-

financier's 
breakdown to 
emotion caused by the Investigation 
carried out by the Pujo cammlttee at 
Washington Into the operations of the 
so-called "money trust." of which Mr, 
Morgan was considered the head. 


A statement giving thö full history 
of Mr. Morgan's illness has been ca- 
bled by his physicians to his son in 
New York. The statement 
recapitu- 
lates the symptoms of Mr. Morgan's 
malady 
since 
It 
first 
developed 
in 
Egypt. 
It qualifies his illness as ner- 
vous prostration, but says that his in- 
telligence remained normal until Eas- 
ter Sunday. 


When the death of Mr. Morgan Avas 
seen to be approaching rapidly. Pro- 
fessor Giuseppe Bastianeiii and 
Dr. 
George D. Dixon forced Mr. and Mrs. 
Herbert L. Satterlee, son-in-law and 
daughter of the 
financier, 
and Miss 
Helen Hamilton, a niece, who 
had 
been in constant attendance, to leave 
the room. 
Mrs. Satterlee had been 
with her father from the time he left 
New York, and Mr. Saterlee had Join- 
ed them In Egypt. 


Mr. Morgan toward the end showed 
he was suffering Internally only by a 
movement of his right hand.

wise he displayed no sign of vitalltv 
except by continuous heavy 
breath 
ing, 


Mr. Morgan was unable 'to asslml 
late nourishment artificially adminis 
tered, and his physlcial weakness was 
extreme. Heart tonics were injected 
but these had no effect, and for sev 
eral hours before his death he was ir 
a state of coma, unable to respond to 
any questions or to recognize any of 
those at his bedside.

Hundreds Die In Omaha Tornado. 
Fully 100 persons were killed, 200 
badly injured and hundreds of thou 
sands of dollars' worth of 
property 
was destroyed by the tornado wiiiih 
swept through Omaha, Neb., and its 
suburbs in a path four to six blocks 
wide and more than eight miles louj. 


The streets are filled with 
wreck 
age of houses, uprooted trees and tan- 
gled electric wires. Street car move 
ment la impossible, wagon and auto- 
mobile travel almost so. 
More than 
150 residences were destroyed and 250 
badly damaged. 


The list of dead, although already 
a long one. is believed by those who 
have been over a good part of tho 
devastated territory to be but a be 
ginning. 
Fire, which 
broke out In 
many of the wrecked buildings, add 
ed to the horrors of the situation. All 
fires have been put out. 


The first and main storm 
struck 
Ralston, throe miles west of 
South 
Omaha, and moved In a northeasterly 
direction through the city of Omaha. 
The only point at which the force of 
tho storm struck the business section 
was Twenty-fourth and Lake streets. 
Here the Diamond theater, a moving 
picture concern, well filled, was wreck- 
ed. According to tho best 
available 
figures 
at least thirty of the patrons 
were killed. Between forty and 
fifty 
more were killed in the wreck of a pool 
hall nearby, which was patronized by 
negroes. 


The well defined path of the storm 
ended at Carter lake, near the Missis- 
sippi rlvei*, north of the city. 
Fire 
broke out in the ruins and wrecked 
buildings. The fires burned themselves 
out except in instances where 
flames 
were brought under control of volun- 
teer "bucket brigades." 


The second storm swept across tho

river, 
doing 
considerable 
damage In Council Bluffs.

ALIENS EXECUTED 


IN ELECreiC CHAIR 


Pit to Death at Rictimond For 


Court House Murders. 


Richmond. Va., March 29. — Floyd 
Allen aijd his son, Claude Swanson Al- 
ien, were put to death in the electric 
chair 
in the state 
penitentiary 
for 
their part in the Hillsville court house 
murders. Other members of the no- 
torious 
gang are serving long sen- 
tences in the same prison. 


The Aliens wore put to death, after 
a dramatic eleventh hour attempt to 
save them had been thwarted by Gov- 
ernor Mann's tmexpected return to the 
capitol, 
thus 
preventing Lieutenant 
Governor Ellison from acting upon a 
request for a respite or commutation 
of sentonco. 


The old mountaineer, once the ter- 
ror of a whole section of the Blue 
Ridge, and his strapping young son 
died within ten minutes of one an- 
other. 


Father and son, occupying separate 
cells, heard the death warrants read. 
Tears were In Floyd Allen's eyes as 
ho looked upon his boy. There was a 
pathetic farewell as the old 
moun- 
taineer, bent and feeble, was led away. 
Two 
minutes after he entered 
the 
death chamber the signal was given 
and the current was turned on. 


When the prison surgeon announced 
that Floyd Allen was dead the body 
was hastily removed and the guards 
went back for Claude. 
Floyd Allen 
was muttering a prayer as he was 
placed In the chair. Claude showed no 
trace of emotion. Rev. George W. Mc- 
Daniel, spiritual adviser to the Aliens, 
had to be lifted Into his car as he left 
tho prison. 


Tho last attempt to save the Aliens 
was 
sprung 
when, with 
Governor 
Mann on his way to Trenton, N. J., 
attorneys and sympathizers of tho con- 
victed 
men 
appealed to Lieutenant 
Governor Ellison to commute the sen- 
tence of death. 


Governor Mann at the last moment 
had again refused to interfere, and the 
warden of the penitentiary, doubtful 
of the authority of the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, called for an opinion from the 
attorney general, but meanwhile de- 
layed the execution, which was set for 
sunrise. 


Governor Mann's son, hearing of the 
plan to overturn the final decision of 
his father, intercepted the 
governor 
by telegraph. The governor Immediate- 
ly crossed the Potomac river to Vir 
glnia soil and telegraphed 
to Rich- 
mond: 


"I am the governor of Virginia and 
am in Virginia." 


With that Governor Mann hurried 
back to Richmond. The streets about 
the railroad station were packed as. 
guarded by police and detectives, hf 
was whisked off to the state house, 
where he issued this statement: 


"Hearing of the action taken in the 
Allen cases after I had left the city, I 
considered It my duty to hurry back 
I simply desire to repeat that, aftei 
the most careful examination of the 
evidence In these cases, I have not 
the slightest doubt of the guilt ol 
Floyd and Claude Allen and I will not 
Interfere. 
The 
law must 
take Its 
course." 


Claude Allen is said to have col 
lapsed In his cell when told that th( 
plan had failed, and his father, whos^j 
nerves had been badly shaken, show 
ed some effects from the announce 
ment.

A nice supper dish may be prepared 
by pouring a batter over pork sau- 
sages and baking them In the oven. 
Take ordinary link sausages, prick 
them and put them into a pan and set 
in the oven lo try out a little of the 
surplus fat; pour off the fat and pour 
over a Yorkshire pudding batter, as 
follows: A cup of milk, a pint of flour 
and two well beaten eggs, a teaspoon- 
ful of salt. 
Bake until the pudding is 
brown. 


Sausages may be baked on top of 
creamed 
potatoes, 
making 
another 
nice change from the ordinary meth- 
od. 
Serve them on the table in the 
dish In which they have been baked. 


When serving 
hamburg 
steak, it

nicely. 


Ham Souffle.—Take a cup of cold 
cooked c'aopped ham, one-half cup of 
bread crumbs, three eggs, a pint of 
milk, and pepper and salt 
to taste. 
Beat the eggs light, mix the ingredi- 
ents thoroughly and bake twenty min- 
utes in a moderately hot oven. 
Serve 
with tomato sauce,* If served with 
an escalloped dish, it will not be nec- 
essary to have a sauce for the souffle. 


Ham is better broiled than 
fried. 
Cut in thin slices, soak an hour In 
luke warm water to remove the salt 
Drain and wipe, then broil five min- 
utes.

Rice, macaroni, bread crumbs and 
combinations with ^ these foods, will 
make quite a variety to use in place 
of potatoes, occasionally. 


Rice cooked until 
tenderT" mixed 
with a little butter, sprinkled with 
grated cheese'-^and onion. Repeat with 
another layer of rice, and bake. Makes 
a most nutritious dish, which may be 
served as a vegetable. 


Rice and tomato, baked in layers 
and well seasoned with cayenne pep- 
per, makes another acceptable dish. 


Rice, plain boiled, served in a pretty 
mound, garnished with parsley, will 
make a most acceptable addition to 
beefsteak. The rice may be well sea- 
soned and served on a plate, as one 
does mashed potato. 


Macaroni With Nuts^Take a cup- 
ful of cooked macaroni, put it in the 
bottom of a buttered 
dish, sprinkle 
with any kind of coarsely broken nut 
meats, add a cupful of white sauce, 
cover v/lth buttered bread crumbs and 
bake until the crumbs are brown. 


Hominy is another food rich in nu- 
triment which may be served as a 
vegetable. 
Season, and serve 
well 
cooked, as potato with meat, or it may 
be combined with cheese and white 
tauce and baked. 


Hominy Griddle Cakes.—Add hom- 
iny to a griddle cake batter, and cook 
as usual, or add to muflin mixture and 
bake iu the form of gems 
or, muf- 
fins. 


Bread Crumb Omelet—Soak a cup- 
ful of bread crumbs in hot milk, add 
two well beaten eggs, 
season 
with 
cayenne; add two tablespoonfuls of 
grated cheese; season with salt and 
cook in an omelet pan. 
When set, 
place in the oven to bake the top. 


Orange Charlotte^Soften two and 
a half teaspoonfuls of gelatine In half 
a cup of cold water, add a half cup of 
boiling water, a cup of sugar, a cup 
of orange juice, the rind of an orange 
grated, two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
Juice and the whip from three cups 
of cream. Line the mold with sections 
of^ orange and chill. 
Serve with 
a 
thin custard, if desired.

SOME 
HINTS 
ON 
SWEEPING 


Broom in the Hands of the Inexpert- 
•nctd Often Does More Harm 
Thrifr Good. 


It Is not an easy matter to sweep 
well, at any rate, if one Judges by ex- 
perience, for when a broom is put in- 
to the hands 
of the 
inexperienced 
more harm than good generally results 
from the use of it 


Light sweeping and soft brooms are 
desirable. Many a carpet is 
prema- 
turely worn out by careless sweeping 
In sweeping thick plied carpets al- 
ways brush the way of the pile. By 
doing so It may be kept 
clean 
for 
years; but If the broom is used in a 
different way the dust will enter the 
carpet and soon destroy It 


If the carpet covers the whole floor 
of the room and it is nailed 
down, 
place the chairs and other articles of 
furniture which can be easily moved 
in tbe middle of the room, pin up the 
curtains and cover the couch with an 
old sheet. 


Pieces of 
damp 
paper 
may 
be 
sprinkled round the sides of the room, 
and then sweep with a carpet broom 
toward one place. 


Take short strokes, being 
careful 
not to raise the broom much. 
Sweep 
the corners and edges with a 
small 
whlskbroom. 


Put two tablespoonfuls of ammonia 
Into one gallon of water; wring a cloth 
out of this and wipe the carpet 
This 
will remove the dust and 
help 
to 
brighten the carpet

Uses for common washing 
soda: 
One heaping tables poonful of soda to 
a pint of water (boiling) will clean 
the ugliest burned pan by letting it 
soak a few hours. 


In boiling clothes a few tablespoon- 
fuls of soda in the water will erad 
Icate stains from clothes and lend a 
snowy whiteness.

To clean silver: 
Put a level ta- 
blespoonful In dishpan, add a quart of 
cold water, put on fire to boil (put 
silver In pan in thè cold water), and 
wipe immediately after the water boils 
up. Result: 
Perfectly shined silver 
ware withbut any trouble. These are 
hints I learned for myself 
on 
the 
usages of soda. 


Lemon Jelly. 


An excellent rule for lemon Jelly, 
which Is nice either as a dessert by 
Itself or as a foundation for an elabo- 
rate sweet, calls for two cupfuls of 
boiling water, two small lemons, half 
a big cupful of sugar and two large 
tablespoonfuls of gelatine, or as much 
as will stiffen the mixture when it be- 
comes cold. 
Soak the 
gelatine 
in 
barely enough cold water to cover it, 
and when it becomes soft 
melt 
it 
completely by setting the cup it is in 
in boiling hot water. Then stir It Im- 
mediately into the lemon Juice, water 
and sugar, which should be heating 
«n the stove- 
Let the Jelly harden 
on Ice or snow after pouring it into 
a mold.

Four pounds of beef, one pound suet, 
half pound citron, one pound raisins, 
one pound currants, half pint sugar, 
half pint vinegar, half pint of New Or- 
leans molasses! one small glass of 
brandy, a glass either of currant

loganberry Jelly, one nutmeg, one table- 
span cloves, cinnamon and 
allspice. 
Boil the beef, pepper 
and 
salt to 
taste. Cut off all the fat and gristle. 
Add one and three-quarters more of 
apples than meat. Chop apples fine. 
If not sweet enough add more sugar. 
Boil two hours on back of stove. This 
will keep several weeks. Seal as you 
w^ould fruit.

When Para trees are tapped, after 
the gum has run into receptacles and 
stiffened, a species of large black ant 
is accustomed to cut out pieces of the 
rubber and^ carry them away. 
Bees

In some hundred specimens of valua- 
ble sport can hardly be expected, but 
among many thousands, it may wel' 
occur.

year he burned up 65.OÚ0 two 
and 
three-year-old 
hybrid 
seedling 
berry 
bushes in one great bonfire, and had 
14 othSrs of similar size. 


He grafts his hybrid plums by the 
hundreds on the same old tree, and 
has hundreds of such trees, each cov- 
ered with the most astonishing vari- 
ety of foliage and fruit. Smaller spe- 
cies he shows in seed boxes and se- 
lects them before they are planted out, 
saving, perhaps, only one in thousands 
or tens of thousands 
of 
seedlings. 
Thornless 
ramblers» 
spineless 
cacti. 
Improved sweet grasses and many oth- 
ers I saw In their wooden seed boxes 
being selected in this way. 


The same principle prevails in the 
selection of the species which are sub- 
mitted to his treatment. Here, also, the 
result depends chiefly upon the num- 
bers. 
He tries all kinds of 
berries 
and 
numerous 
species of 
flowering 
plants. Some of them soon prove to be 
promising and are chosen, others oifer 
no prospects and are rejected. 


The total number of the species he 
has taken into his culture amounts to 
2,500. 
The list of the introductions of 
last year shows 500 species, mostly 
from 
South America and 
Australia. 
Formerly he often made excursions, in 
order to collect the most 
beautiful 
wild flowers or the best 
berries 
of 
northei'n California, but for 
several 
years he has had no time to spare for 
this work. 
He has two collectors, who 
collect only for him, and many corre- 
spondents 
who send valuable 
bulbs 
and seeds from time to time. 


One of his collectors travels in Chile, 
the other in Australia, preferring the 
regions in which the climate 
corre- 
sponds best with that of Santa Rosa. 
—Hugo De Vries in "Plant Breeding."

Gumbo.—Cut a young hen into neat 
Joints as for frying; brown the pieces 
in hot drippings; remove to a soup 
pot and add two qr^irts of hot water 
and two or three thin slices of swept 
breakfast bacon; boll slowly until the 
meat la tender; season with salt and 
pepper when the meat Is about half 
done. If the meat is to bo served sep- 
arately return it to the frying pan 
in which it was browned; add a cup 
of tho stock and a cup of milk; let 
It boll up and thicken with flour and 
water. 
If not to be used as a sepa- 
rate 
dish, slip the meat 
from 
the 
bones and chop moderately 
fine; 
do 
not grind; and set aside, while you 
add to the stock In which the chicken 
was cooked, one quart of okra poda 
(tender young ones», cut In quarter- 
Inch slices; the corn from six ears, 
one large onion, cut In small cubes, 
and two or three tomatoes, peeled and 
cut in small pieces: 
let these boll 
half an hour and just before serving 
add the chopped chicken. This makes 
a, very thick but delicious soup. 


' Buttermilk 
Biscuits.—One 
quart 
flour, 
one teaspon of salt, one heap- 
ing teaspoon soda and the same of 
cream of tartar; half cup shortening; 
rub all well into the flour and mix to 
a soft dough, with buttermilk that is 
about two days old. 
A little 
sour 
cream makes them more delicate. 


Smothered 
Chicken.—Split 
broilers 
or young frying chickens down 
tho 
back from the neck to the tail, bo- 
fore drawing; 
remove 
the 
entrails, 
wash and break tho collar and wish 
bones, so the chicken will lie flat in 
the pan, breast side up; season with 
salt and popper on both sides, and lay 
two strips of sweet bacon across the 
breast and logs, 
securing 
It 
with 
wooden toothpicks, put a few lumps of 
butter on the breast 
and legs 
and 
wings; add three cups hot water and 
roast in a moderate oven half to three- 
quarters of an hour, or until tender. 
Remove the chicken to the platter and 
add a cup of milk to the gravy, let It 
come to a boil and thicken with flour, 
rubbed smooth in water. 
Serve with 
hot buttermilk biscuits. 


Fried Corn.—With a 
sharp, 
thin- 
bladod knife shave the tops of the 
grains off and then press out the pulp, 
by scraping tho edpre of 
the 
knife 
down the length of the cob. 
Have 
three tablespoons of bacon or 
ham 
.drippings In a frying pan; put 
the 
corn Into this and add enough hot wa- 
'ter to cook the corn without allowing 
it to stick to the pan. 
Cook 20 min. 
utes; 
season with salt and 
pepper; 
add a cup rich milk; let It boil up and 
serve. 


Soft 
Cornbread,—Two 
cups 
corn- 
meal, one cup boiled rice or 1/omIny; 
half cup sweet milk, two 
eggs, 
a 
piece butter size of an egg. 
Put but- 
ter and salt into the meal and pour 
boiling water over it till it Is tho 
consistency of mush; add the rice and 
milk, beat tho eggs stiff and add the 
last thing. 


Sweet 
Pickled 
Canteloupe.—Half 
dozen ripe canteloupe; pare and cut 
In half-Inch slices or less, put into a 
jar with 
enough vinegar 
to 
cover; 
a little salt should be added to tho 
vinegar before putting in the fruit. 
Let stand 
24 hours; 
take out 
and 
cover with fresh water; let stand an 
hour or two; 
put in a kettle 
with 
fresh vinegar to cover, to which has 
been added sugar In the proportion of 
five pounds to the gallon of vinegar. 
Boll until clear. 
In another 
vessel 
add to a quart of rinegar one piece 
of 
horseradish, 
ono 
tablespoon 
of 
white mustard 
and three pieces of 
white ginger root, two dozen 
whole 
cloves, one tablespoon mace, boll well 
and when the canteloupes are cold 
pour over them.

Conover, 
who 
heard their yells for help from the 
Monmouth Boat club house. The young 
men arrived at the Lloyd home on 
•Riverside Drive. New York, the day 
before for a visit over Sunday on the 
north shore of the Shrewsbury.

Lloyd was anxious to try out his new 
ice yacht. Caprice, and to show his 
chum what a thrilling sport Iceboat- 
ing was.

Exploration of much of flooded Day- 
ton. mado possible by tiie steadily r ^ 
ceding waeis, brought with it much 
encouragon-ent, for as the relief par- 
Ues penetrated farther and farther iu- 
to the section in whiiih the greatest 
loss of lil'o had been feared, it became 
evident that the llrst reports of the 
number of fatalities were much exag- 
gerated. 


As the result of the search thro,ugh 
the stricken city it was estimated that 
only 200 persons had lost their lives 
in the iloorl. 


Hundreds of persons imprisoned by 
the Inundation were taken from their 
perilous positions and fed and clothed. 
Many of the rescued were unable to 
move from exposure and lack of food. 
Tearful scenes were enacted when the 
members of severed families were re- 
united and the anxiety of three days 
was brought to an end. 


All through Ohio and Indiana re- 
ports of deaths have been reduced. 
The receding of the waters released 
thousands of homes and food and shel- 
ter are afforded to all in need. 


In Dayton the proiierty loss from 
Are will not exceed 
500.000. 
The 
damage caused to mercantile houses, 
factories and homes will run from 


$15,000,000 
t o 
?20,000,000. 


The force of National Guardsmen 
policing Dayton and other cities has 
been considerably increased, and the 
militiamen i.re in sulFicient numbers 
to cope with any disorder or looting, 
of which there are several cases re- 
ported. 


Crippled train service in the flood 
district is being repaired rapidly and 
supplies are being rushed where they 
are most required. There is no dan- 
ger of want on the part of the desti- 
tute, as the liberal reply of the coun- 
try at large to the appeals for assist- 
ance has\ssured all of food and cloth- 
ing. 


Conditions in central and western 
New York state are the worst ever ex- 
perienced in those regions. Part of the 
business section of Albany along the 
Hudson river is under water, and the 
New York Central railroad is unable 
to use a section of its main line and 
is sending trains over the Harlem di- 
vision. 


In the Ohio valley the flood reached 
its crest at Wheeling without any fur- 
ther loss of life. More than half the 
business 
and 
residential district at 
Parkersburg is under water and at 
Marietta the flood is sixteen feet deep 
on the main business street. The river 
is still rising at Cincinnati, but every- 
thing movable has been taken out of 
the danger zone. 


In West Dayton thoro was consider- 
able loss of life, but the latest flgures 
are relatively unimportant 
as com- 
pared to the first ostimatos. 
In East 
Dayton, Dayton View and Oakwood 
the loss of life, Chi6f Allaback said, 
was small. 


In North Dayton, where the topo- 
graphy made the situation more dan- 
gerous than at any other point, relief 
parties 
penetrated 
and 
found 
that 
while there Would be a large number 
of fatalities, the number of drowned 
was not likely to be relatively greater 
than in Riverdale. 


Tho men also took relief to several 
hundred families in the low districts 
in the vicinity of Ludlow and Frank- 
lin streets. Here the water had reach- 
ed the roofs of all the two-story build- 
ings. Only a few of the most desperate 
cases were brought out. 


The flre loss is limited to the de- 
struction of the ]")ayton Gas Light and 
Coke company's plant, a row of two 
and 
three story 
buildings on both 
sides of Third street, from Jefferson 
street to St. Clair avenue; the Troy- 
Pearl Laundry conipany^s plant and 
two apartment house fires on the west 
side, 


A big robbery was thwarted when 
the police arrested a man who was 
escaping from the city with a satchel 
containing $50,000 in diamonds and 
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are in ruins. No accurate estimate of 
the dead has been made, but the au- 
thorities expect to find hundredg of 
corpses. 


More than 250 persons spent two 
days and 
nights in the ittle court 
house in Hamilton without light, food, 
water or heat, and often they were 
drenched with the rain that leaked 
through holes in the roof. 


After two days of hunger a man 
managed to reach them with a basket 
of sandwiches, according to one of the 


jewelry 
which he had stolen from refugees, and attempted to sell them

the history of western Pennsylvania.

Conditions In Dayton 
Brighter, 


Dayton, O., March 29.—The flood sit- 
uation in Dayton is this: 


Previous estimates of the number 
drowned are greatly exaggerated. 


The property loss from flre will not 
exceed a million and' a half dollars. 


The damage caused to mercantile 
houses, factories and residences will 
run anywhere from $15,000.000 to $20.- 
000,000. 


The water has receded from the 
business setaion of the city and from 
a large portion of the residence sec- 
tiu:i 


Residents in portions still inundated 
are being taken to sections not af- 
fected by tne flood. 


There is no lack of food. The tele 
phone systems are being restored. 


There is nnuh suHi-Miiiii from »-old. 
but all available fuel has been ap 'ro 
priated anU there is prospect of im* 
mediate relief. 


So far there has been no epidemic 
of sickness. 


One thousand militiamen have the 
city in rigid t^ontrol, effectively pre 
venting looiMig, sightseeing which will 
interfere with rescue work, and ail 
disorder. 


Touring the business sections, news 
paper men found the high stage of 
the flood was nine feet at the corner 
of Third and Main streets, whivh is 
in the very heart of the city. The on- 
rushing water flooded the first floors 
of every store in the business district. 
This 
constitutes the chief 
financial 
loss. 


The tower on the Steele high school 
was leveled and the Leonard building, 
on Main street, was undermined so 
that it collapsed. Many houses were 
swept away in Riverdale, West Day- 
ton, North Dayton and Edgemont. 


The rushing waters overturned sev- 
eral houses there and rolled them over 
and over with their occupants inside

be well in hand. It will, however, be 
impossible to determine the loss of 
life until the waters recede from the 
bottom country. 


City oflicials declare that fully 200 
persons have met their death in the 
city and its environs, while the mili- 
tary who are In charge declare that 
the number will not go over 75. The 
food supply is almost exhausted. Only 
one bridge of the seven in the city 
across the Muskingum still remains 
intact. 


Food and medicines are the princi- 
pal requisites and until these come In 
the thousands of homeless and shiv- 
ering people will suffer greatly. 


With the search for flood victims 
in the muddy waters of the inundated 
West Side of Columbus scarcely be- 
gun. fourteen bodies were recovered. 


Estimates of the flood death list in 
Columbus continue to range from 50 
to 500, although these figures repre- 
sented largely opinions of oflicials on 
duty in the flood zone. The efforts 
of the authorities have been directed 
almost entirely to relieving the suffer- 
ings of those marooned in houses in 
the territory under water, and until 
all of these have been rescued the 
search for the dead will not begin in 
earnest. The waters receded slowly, 
and the swirling currents abated a 
trifle, allowing the rescue 
boats a 
wider area of activity, 


Oflicials of Chillicothe have made a 
thorough search of all flooded sec- 
tions and declare the conditions are 
better than had been expected. The 
water has receded from the streets 
and all public utilities have resumed 
operations. The homeless refugees are 
being cared for in the homes which 
withstood the flood and in the school 
houses. Provisions are plentiful a- I 
there is no disorder. 
Many citizens 
have been sworn in as deputy mar- 
shals. 


It was definitely established that the 
total number of deaths in Chilllcothe 
will not exceed fifteen. This is the 
number of the dead and missing. One 
hundred houses were washed away. 
The property loss is about $1,000,000. 


Mayor Brinkman, of Harrison, 0„ 
brought the first news to Cincinnati 
that has been received from his town 
since it was isolated by the flood. He 
said the town was flooded to a great 
depth In many places, but that only 
one man, George Thomas, had lost his 
life. He estimated the property dam-

heard from when Coroner Foertmeyer^ 
of Cincinnati, was notified that thirty- 
two lives had been lost at Venice, i» 
Butler county. The dead were mem- 
bers of five families.

The militia is In complete 
control of the situation and there has 
been no looting. 


Butler county prisoners have been 
ordered transferred to the Hamilton 
coifnty jail at Cincinnati.

Railroads and street car lines 
have suspended traffic, while indus- 
tries employing thousands of men are 
idle: 


In Sharon more than ten lives were 
sacrificed, according to the best in- 
formation from that place. The prop- 
erty loss there will be $2,000,000. The 
local relief committee will be able to 
cope with the situation, its president 
announces, and an offer of $5000 from 
a member of the chamber of commerce 
was refused. A rescue boat sent to the 
home of Mrs. Mary Wilding, of Vine 
street, upset as she was being re- 
moved and she was drowned. 


In New 
Castle 1000 families are 
camping out, their homes having been 
swept away by the rushing waters oi 
the Shenango river and the Neshan- 
nock creek, which have 
held 
that 
place in their grip for the past three 
days. 


The loss in the Beaver valley dis- 
trict will be enormous. Hundreds of 
families are huddled in second stories 
of their l^nes, the water reaching a 
depth of several feet on the first stor- 
ies. 


From the latest 
reports 
received 
from Oil 
City, Tltusville, Meadville 
and other distant points, the flood Is 
receding slowly. 


The Ohio reached 30.5 feet and ia 
now stationary. Information from up- 
river points on the Allegheny, from 
which the fiood came, is that the river 
has commenced to fall. 


The Ohio, Allegheny, Monongahela 
and Youghiogheny rivers, with their 
many tributaries, are out 
of 
their 
banks and spreading a heavy sheet ol 
water over the lowlands. 


A wide stretch, is inundated and sev- 
eral thousand persons have been driv- 
en from their homes. Scores of indus- 
trial plants, located along the river 
banks, are under water and there are 
easily 50,000 persons out of work in 
the Pittsburgh district. In the busi- 
ness section of the city pumps are 
forcing the water from the cellars ol 
every 
building, while the sidewalks 
are piled high with goods removed to 
escape the water. 


Water Receding at^Wilkes-Barre. 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa.,'March 
29.—The 
Susquehanna river, which swelled intc 
a stream that submerged the greater 
part of the Wyoming valley, is reced- 
ing, after the river had reached a 
maximum height of 28,8 feet. 


Wilkes-Barre was completely cut ofl 
from towns on the west side and partE 
of the city were fiooded. Fully 200C 
families were forced to give up theix 
homes.

Crimínala in the big prisons have 
been known to conduct a series 
of 
successful crimes by communicating 
with accomplices on the outside. Brib- 
ing the under keepers would be one 
way, but the system Is too general to 
bo worked In that fashion. 
Escapea 
are always planned and carried 
out 
through the underground method. 


What has been generally 
accepted 
as a most remarkable Instance of this 
sort occurred only a few years 
ago 
when Palllster and Roehl made their 
escape from the death house, where 
the guard is most strict 
These two 
condemned men received no spf^^Ial 
favors from the prison management. 
They were constantly under observa- 
tion, and they were in that part of the 
prison where the watch la most strict. 
They were carefully searched and so 
far as the guarda knew they never 
had the least chance for communica- 
tion with each other. 


One stormy night they made their 
escape together, and it was 
sensa- 
tional, and, so far as the prison au- 
thorities were concerned, It was a 
success. 
Two bodies were íoiind in 
the Hudson river some days lat*'r and 
they were Identified as the bodU^a of 
Palllster and Roehl. 


All the circumstances polr. t 
to 
outside aid. and in order that 
such 
assistance might be effective Pallistor 
and Roehl must have commumratpd 
their plans to the men who as^lstod 
them. 
No clew has ever been 'ii^rov 
ered as to how this was done 
And 
this is only one instance out of mnny 
where

Once in a While a Prisoner Gets in Touch With the Office. 


Signaling by Taps at Meals.

EW 
YORK.—Convicts, 
though 
confined behind 
masonry and 
steel bars, have small difficulty 
in keeping in touch with the big 
news events going on in the outside 
world. 


A clever system of signaling, said 
to be worthy of men of higher intelli- 
gence, has been found in use in many 
of the large American penal institu- | 
tions. 


News Is passed along the lino from 
man to man with almost as much 
cleverness as would be possible over 
a telegraph "leased 
wire." 
For 
in- 
stance, in a certain western peniten- 
tiary the twenty-five-year men knew 
the day 
after 
election 
that Wilson 
was elected, though no newspaper or 
possible source of news 
apparently 
was open to them. 


Ex-Attorney General Wickersham Is i 
planning to humanize the regulations 
governing federal prisoners. Instead of 
compelling convicts to eat their meals 
at long tables, with 
the 
injunction 
that they must not speak to their 
neighbors, as has been the custom for 
many years, Mr. Wickersham intend- 
ed to have eight convicts seated at 
each table and give them the privi- 
lege of conversing during meals. 


Silence is supposed to reign supreme 
in 
most of the great 
prisons, 
but 
despite the 
closest 
watching 
con- 
victs talk often, and how they do it 
is a mystery which the ofllcials. of 
every large prison the 
world 
over 
would like to solve. 
In Paris and in 
London, where the dlsclplino is even 
stricter than-in this country, the con- 
victs have u system of exchanging 
information. Keepers who have been 
among convicts many years have en- 
deavored to discover the trick, but 
without result. 


Not only do the convicts manage to 
exchange news, but they do other 
things. 
For instance, a man who had 
been confined for twenty years left 
the prison on his release whistling one 
of the latest popular songs. 
How ho 
managed to pick up the tune and re- 
tain the notes in his memory is yet 
an unsolved myste*,,. 
New» "Soak$" Through Prison Wall», 


If there were another presidential 
election today, nearly every convict 
In Sing Sing would know who was 
elected 
the 
first 
thing 
tomorrow 
morning and Just how the 
different 
states stood. 
Every important news 
evfiiit which happens the world over 
they know about, yet to read a news- 
paper or to be caught with one Is a 
serloua 
offense. 
When 
a 
noted 
prisoner 
arrives, 
like 
a 
murderer 
doomed to the death chair, every con- 
vict knows all about it before the clerk 
has fiMished talking his pedigree. 
Yet. 
bs a rule, convicts are separated in 
large buildings. 
New& 
travels 
in- 
credibly fast there and so silently that 
the vigilance of the keepers counts for 
naught. 
It seems to »oak in through 
the stone walls and make its presence 
felt only to the unfortunates. 


Each 
convict, 
except in 
rare 
in- 
stances, knows the criminal history 
I 


of the others. He knows all the "bad 
men," the men who would not hesi- 
tate a second to commit murder, if 
possiblG. even within the stone walls 
of a prison. 
Yet there is no talking. 
And 
there Is no talking with 
the 
fingers. 
When a convict is walking 
across tho prison yard ho keeps his 
arms folded on his breast. 
When ho 
is idle In the workshop for a minute 
or two he keeps his arms folded. 


It Is not due to lack of vigilance 
that the men are able to communi- 
cate with each other. 
In London the 
silent system is enforced as carefully 
as it is possible to enforce it in an 
Institution where the prisoners are not 
kept in solitary confinement. 
When 
tlvc men are In the workshop or In the 
yards they are almost constantly un- 
der the eyes of tho guards. 
They 
march to and from their work In the 
lock step. 
There is not an Instant 
when tho men are not watched. 
Of 
course, some of the tricks of com- 
munication have been discovered, but 
these are only resorted to when par- 
ticular convicts wish to converse. 


Fake Fight» Cover Communication«. 
The fake fight Is a common 
trick. 
Two convicts without a word of warn- 
ing will spring at each other like en- 
raged tigers, and, clutching one an- 
other around the neck, wilProll over 
the ground in a perfect frenzy of 
rage. 
Blows and kicks will bo dealt 
with terrific force, but all tho 
time 
valuable words 
will 
be exchanged. 
Genuine fights of this kind are of com- 
mon occurrence, and so faithfully are 
the fake fights carried out that It is 
dllDcult to distinguish the fake from 
the real. 
Criminals who wore bitter 
enemies In the outside world often 
meet for the first time within the con- 
fines of the federal prison, and when 
thoy come together a fierce but short 
fight 
eventually takes place. 
That 
accounts for the number of genuine 
fights. 


Criminal 
lawyers, 
who 
perhaps 
know as much about convicts, if not 
more than the prison ofllclalo them- 
selves. say that they do have well 
recognized 
codes of communication. 
One of the best known methods of 
this kind consists of a series of raps 
corresponding to the Morse telegraph- 
ic code. 
If a prisoner understands 
telegraphy be may transmit messages 
to another prisoner, who is also a 
telegrapheri by rapping out the Morse 
code in his cell or in the workshop or 
messrnom without very much fear of 
detection. 
Of course the success of 
the plan 
depends 
upon 
both 
men 
knowing the Morse ccd-. but a knowl- 
edge of telegraphy Is tt 
inimon now- 
adays and so useful 
to 
the 
experi- 
enced crook that many of them do 
know it. 
In some of the carelessly 
constructed prisons it has been die- 
covered that the convicts have 
used 
the water pipes to construct a series 
of Bptakiug tubes, and 
in 
several 
cases they have planned escapes in 
this way
